A Middle East retrospect: 
power politics debated 


Nationalism is another factor contributina to the 
tensions. Once ruled for centuries by colonial 
Middie Eastern nations demand 
independence 

Nationat pride is very important because the 
Arab nationalist movement is relatively new and is 
still a very strong element in Arab politics,” said 
Chris Maupin, Sacramento regional coordinator for 
the Palestine Human Rights Campaign 

All of the students interviewed maintained that 
the primary factor of the current conflict is the 
creation of israel in 1948 and the counter 
movement to establish an independent Palestinian 
state “Everything that we've seen happen over the 
last 10 years or more is related to the Palestinian 
question,” Maupin contended 

Most Arab nations have retused to recognize is- 
raels right to exist. israeli, in turn, refuses to 
legitimize claims for a national homeland for Pales- 
tinian Arabs 

We (the Jews) have taken back our land. itis now 
Ours.

CTUGGS was discovered mis 
ing from her Pine Gardens 
apartment January 13 by her 
roommate who returned to the 


apartment to take Sec ruggs to 
Weinstock’s at Arden Fair where 
she was a part - time employee 

The door to the apartment was 
locked but Scrugg's keys, purse 
and personal belongings were 
found inside 

Small amounts of blood were 


found on Scrugg's bed “but not 


enough to indicate she had been 
killed,’ according to Daiy 

It is unknown if the blood is 
Scruggs since her blood type is 
unknown, Daly said 

A suspect, Gerald Orth. 25, des- 
cribed by Daly as a ‘transient,’ 
lived near Scruggs and was sought 


in connection with her 
disappearance 
Orth disappeared about the 


same time as Scruggs but he was 
later found He was questioned by 
the authorities and released 

‘We never had enough to mane 


a case against him,” Daly said. "He 
would never submit to taking & 
polygraph test. He was very un- 
cooperative. if any new evidence

When Vice President Mondale's silver and biue 
Boeing 707 touched down at Sacramento Met- 
ropolitan Airport Friday, the power of the office was 
plainly evident 

Mondale’s entourage of staff. press and cam 
paign workers piled off the airplane with the 
awesome orchestration and organization only as 
sociated with such an executive visit 

Everything happened fast. The plane unioaded 
quickly. Mondale got off and met briefly with local 
Officials and dignitaries Without making a 
Statement, he was whisked to his armored limosine 
The press corps was rushed into the press bus 

From the time Mondale left the piane, the Service 
agents, with darting eyes. tiptoe stance and ear 
phones, were everywhere 

When Mondale entered the main hall at the Tues- 
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agents could be seen in front of the vice president 
while two others could be seen scanning the crowd 
in the balcony. Any noise or disturbance in the hall 
was quickly taken in by their vigilant eyes 

On the surface. the work of Secret Service agents 
seems glamourous, but it is often monotonous, and 
can be nerve - racking. Agents are forced to make do 
with little sleep, little food and impossible schedules 
when an unexpected situation breaks 

You have to like it,” agent Gary Miller said. “The 
things we jook for in an applicant are maturity and 
flexibility 
ihe environmental changes are very difficult to 

deal with, because one minute you're in your own 
secure little world, and the next minute you're in 
Southeast Asia,” Miller said “| went to Saudi Arabia 
after Faisal was assassinated over and back in 
32 hours with Vice President Rockefeller.” 

Miller, who graduated from CSUS in 1964, is now 
the assistant special agent of the Secret Service's 
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First, you ahould know that they don't sweat, and them nervous. So don't crowd the veep and make 
that they are armed. Secondly, large crowds make rude noises. 


day Club, Secret Service agents went with him, brav- 
ing the handshakes and pompons of well - wishers 
Agents checked every hand as the vice president 
passed, rapidly glancing up and down. One agent 
was slapped in the tace by an over - exuberant 
cheerleader 

Once Mondale began his address, at jeast three 


Sacramento district. in his capacity, Miller manages 
and supervises the missions of agents throughout 
the Western United States 

In addition to forgery and counterfeit inves- 
tigation, Miller spent six years in “protection,” heip- 
ing to guard Vice Presidents Neison Rockefeller and 
Hubert Humphrey, Presidents Gerald Ford and 


Jimmy Carter and foreign heads - of - state Anwar 
Sadat and Anastasio Samoza, the recently as- 
sassinated gictator of Nicaragua 
Miller led the armored vehicie division for the 
presidential protection detail and worked in the Los 
Angeles office on a force that shut down 40 different 
counterfeiting plants 
The Secret Service, part of the Treasury 
Department, was formed in 1865 to suppress 
counterfeit. Only after the assassination of 
President William McKinley did the organization 
take up its protection role. since expanded to in- 
clude coverage of presidents’ families, heads - of 
State and foreign dignitaries 
in recent years women have also joined the Ser- 
vice, filling the same positions as men and Surviving 
the same training and gauntlet of testing male 
agents undergo All agents, whether male or female 
must be weil educated 
CSUS has provided more than its share of agents 
to the Service. According to Miller, CSUS's criminal 
justice program, along with Michigan State's 
provides an inordinate number of agents 
According to Miller, CSUS - bred agents have led 
the Los Angeles field office, the Baltimore office and 
have occupied management level positions in San 
Francisco and Fresno. Like Miller, others have been 
shift leaders for major office holders and candidates 
Criminal Justice Chair William Melinicoe said 
Several years ago, 17 percent of the total strength 
of the Secret Service was made up of Sacramento 
State graduates,” aided by the organization's rapid 
rise after President John F Kennedy's as 
Sassination 
Secret Service discovered we were a good hiring 
ground and they just grabbed up lots of our 
graduates.” Meinicoe added 
For somebody looking for a career, you couldn't 
design a better job for an active person,” Milier said 
in order to become a Secret Service agent, a person 
must be active. According to Miller there are a few 
posts that need filling. but bec oming an agent is a 
very Competitive process 


After their applications with the Treasury 
Department are approved, prospective agents face a 
gauntlet of intensive testing and training, preparing 
them for investigative and protective duties. When 
there are openings, the best applicants are chosen 
and assigned to their local area's office, Miller said 
From there, agents face 12 weeks of basic training 
and later 12 weeks of specialized training 

According to Miller, the only way the Service now 
hires is through attrition Prospective agents 
compete for openings with criminal justice 
economics and law graduates It takes sound train 
ing to survive the gauntlet 
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Model no. 249, Security Division, Treasury 
Department. Mirror shades spot welded to ears. 
Fitted with right - ear solid state sound. We call him 
Steve 


Meinicoe said. “The program we have here is a 
solid one We have had a policy around here of not 
looking at what the other programs around the 
country are doing 


One practice keeping CSUS criminal justice 
teacning methods in front is the department's 
concentration on law. According to Meinicoe, taw is 
taught in a case - by - case method, concentrating on 
the why rather than the law itself. According to 
Meinicoe graduates have studied more 
national law than some of their peers, because the 
Jepartment does not over - emphasize California 
law 

Meinicoe said the Secret Service looks for agents 
with little fear, who are “extremely stable.” The agent 
must be a good student. athlete, and investigator 
Meinicoe said 

They've got to be able to make split - second 
decisions. and be right,” Meinicoe said. “They can't 
Stop and deliberate on something when there's a 
situation Coming down on them right now

Wave after wave of heat rises oft the asphalt. dis 
torting the highway patrol helicopter and squad cars 
as the Secret Service agents, walking stealthily 
about in their dark, three - piece suits, listen intently 
to the secret message sent over their headsets 

“Five minutes,” whispers one of the agents to Jill 
Duval, the harried advance press agent who is gras- 
ping both her jacket and her walkie - talkie in one 
arm while gesturing with the other wiping her dren 
ched hair off her forehead 

“Five minutes!” yelis the reporter she had been 
arguing with, and in seconds. the entire crowd 
knows. The bargaining now begins in earnest. as 
reporters, photographers and tiim crews vie for the 
right to wait on the tarmac. beyond the cyclone 
fence confines, out by the sweat - proof Secret Ser- 
vice agents — within an arm's length of 

“There it is!" shouts the crowd in unison. as a 
glimmer of light three miles away and a thousand 
feet up confirms the tact: Air Force One is touching 
down 

‘Only the wire service photographers you 
three,” she decides. pointing to three men heavy 
with Cameras and lenses. wearing their laminated 
press passes around their necks like dog tags 

What about us?” demands another reporter 
motioning for his companion photographer to edge 
towards the gate 





Only the wire services,” she repeats. as the silver 
bird glides onto the runway and taxies out of view 

I'm sorry,” she adds politely, but no one hears 
for the local reporters, denied the access they 
desired, aré now jockeying for space along the 
fence. One reporter gets caught in the tangle of 
cords emanating from a local TV news team. “Sor 
ry, he Says, as the technician giares at him and mur- 
murs something under his breath 

The discussion is ended by the insistent whine of 
a jet engine as the piane taxies to the gate. The front 
door opens, revealing a line of decorated Air Force 
officers. The boarding ramps roll over, and the piane 
disgorges two lines of passengers. The traveling 
press corps tramps out the back door, heading for 
the comparative cooiness of the waiting bus, while 
the Secret Service agents run down the front ramp, 
checking with ground security and stowing 
weapons in the cars 

Walter Mondale’s Washington aide now steps 
Out, motioning the press onto the tarmac as Duval 
mutters “This aways happens. They always change 
their minds. She turns her back an the madness and 
heads for the bus 

Finally the vice president emerges looking 
shorter than he does on television, with hair several 
shades lighter than anticipated The standard “wave 

at - the - crowd” completed, he moves down the 
ramp to the standard “shake - the - hands - of - the - 
local dignitaries.” That compieted, he moves 
through the crowd, oblivious to the noise, ignores all 
Questions and jumps into the car 
‘Let's go! Let's GO!" screams the Washington 
aide from the door of the press bus, as the reporters 
pick up a half - hearted ambie. “Get off this BUST" 
she screaches, as the motorcade begins to move 
She pulls the jast man in and siams the door 

It's warm and muggy in the luxurious Greyhound 
but stil better than the inferno outside The 
passengers drop into their seats. complaining loudly 
about the heat before dropping into quiet conver- 
sations 

No jokes, no pranks, no witticisms — the press 
Corps 's nearly silent as the motorcade heads for the 
Mansion inn. The aide points out historical points of 
interest for the disinterested group. making a proper 
presentation of the Governor's Mansion 

“The house Ronnie wouldn't live in,” quips one 
reporter; few laugh 

At the inn, Mondale heads into a briefing session, 
the reporters head for the cocktail lounge. Several 
lean against the bar, others drag out typewriters: 
most just talk. 

“Eighteen hours a day for the past three days — 
you'd better believe ah'm tired.” says J. W 
Womack, a CBS technician from Atlanta. "We went 
to Gilley’s when we were in Houston,” he drawis. 
“Yep, rode the mechanical bull and everything. Ah
